He would, of course, 
preter to have all bis supporters 
lined up solidly behind him. Hence 
be might not object to being 
urowu out if the moment was ripe 
ior ap appeal to the people. 

The Liberals, however, 28 in 
lumber and led by that seasoned 
Campaigner, Mr Gardiner, fully 
realize the situation. They are 
busy reorganizing their party. Mr. 
George Spence and Mr Gardiner 
are all rough tbe constituencies 
of the province, building up the 
nucleus of ab attacking force. Lut 
it seems unlikely tbat they will 
attack directly in the House. They 
would rather manoeuvre things so 
(hat the onus of attack and defeat 
would rest upon the Progressive 
meibers. They will probably spend 
much time in the Legislature poin- 
ling oul chat no honest-to-goodness 
Progressive can really support Dr. 
Anderson, but they will try and 
leave the actual attack to the 
Progressives themselves. 

As for che Progressives, their 
Quandary is great. The main ob 
ject they had in mind last June 
Was to deieat “the Gardiner ma- 
chine.” No one was more aston- 
ished than themselves when they 
succeeded, No one was more dis- 
gusted than they were to find that 
the role of keeping Dr. Anderson 
in office had developed upon them. 
In the twinkling of an eye they 
emerged from a position of com 


| plete irresponsibility to take their 


stand in the fierce white light that 
beats upon a throne, 

They are already somewhat dis 
satisfied with the firing and hiring 
policy of the Government which 
has made about 250 changes in the 
civil service since it took office, 
They have had no objection to 
many of the firings, which they 
have considered justified; but they 
have had serioug feeling over the 
hirings which in some cases, it is 
claimed, have shown no improve 
ment over the last policy. 

They also distrust each other. 
The Progressive forces of Saskat- 
chewan are not united. If the 
UF C at its convention this month 
decides on political action, the Sas- 
katchewan Progressive association 
will probably join hands with it. 
Even then however, there are 
many Progressives who dislike the 
UFG 

But, as things stand, there will 
likely be some fancy tight rope 
walking on all sides when the 
House meets. Each group is toe- 
dancing on a taut wire, Hach one 
afraid. It it knocks another off, it 
will only succeed in losing its owa 
balance.

might be made very much more 
thorough and such guidance might 
be given to tenant farmers that a 
very large proportion of them 
might succeed, 

Frank W. Reinoehl is a success 
ful business man on his own ac: 
count. He is the owner of several 
North Dakota farms which he ac 
quired in a run-down condition and 
which he has rehabilitated and 
made dividend-paying. The Elk 
Valley farm which he has been 
Managing was a worn out bonanza 
farm of earlier days. He placed 23 
tenants on it, all of whom opera- 
ted successfully through the re 
cent period of depression in all 
agriculture.
